Tho information of such a decree 
same in (he following press dispatch: 
“ B e r u n . Feb.1L—The Prussian minis­ 
ter of finance has issued a decree which 
coos into < ffect immo iiately, prohibit­ 
ing tho importation of every kind of 
American I *esh fruit. 
Already large 
quantities of American fruit have been 
forbidden to be unloaded at various 
ports. No intimation of the action had 
be*n given the United States repre­ 
sentative, and Ambassador White sent 
a letter of inquiry to the foreign office. 
Danger from vermin was given as the 
causa.” 
For two years the state department 
has been engaged almost fruitlessly to 
fiecnro from the German government 
the reversal of a decree like the present 
one, but applied to our meat products. 
Ti& attitude of the Germans iii this mat­ 
ter is not encouraging, and the an­ 
nouncement of this additional decree 
Against another great American staple 
export has tried the patience of the de­ 
p o n en t sorely, and there is no telling 
■ow far we may go toward retaliation 
ii' the conditions justify it. 
Of course nothing will be done in the 
absence of full official information from 
Mr. White as to the facts in the case, 
tnd it may be that the history of tile 
rn at (xclnsiou negotiations will be re* 
pealed iii that there may be a long cor­ 
respondence to permit the German gov­ 
ernment to demonstrate, if it can. the 
great; dangers to be looked for in Amen­ 
tia fresh frui s. 
But, if the facts indi­ 
cate that there is as little foundation for 
this exclusion decree, as was the case 
with the meat products, it is said at the 
•tate department 
that the president 
probably will avail himself of his statu­ 
tory J lower to retaliate sharply under 
•eetiou 5 of the act of Aug. SO, 1899. 
The retaliatory section reads as fol­ 
lows:

To the knowledge of the state depart­ 
ment no complaint has ever been made 
•gainst the character of American fresh 
fruit. There was complaint a few years 
ago from Hamburg and Cologne agal list 
further importations of dried fruits, but 
Uiere has never been an attack on the 
fresh fruit. 
The reporti of the United 
States c* instils show that the imports of 
Ute latter have found great favor in 
German cities, and the universal testi­ 
mony of oui* consuls is that oar apples 
a-re so superior in every respect that 
there is hardly a market for the German 
apples in their vicinity.

sanitary grounds. Some of tho repre­ 
sentatives from the Pacific coast say 
that there might be a slight justifica­ 
tion for tile Prussian claim so far as tho 
fruit of Oregon and Washington is con­ 
cerned if it was directed solely against 
apples. 
Tho coddling moth is said to 
he very prevalent in both states. 
They 
denied that there was anything wrong 
with California fruit. 
“The reason advanced by the German 
foreign office,” said Representative Hil- 
bom (Cal.) 
“is tho 
thinnest 
kind 
of a pretext. 
Nowhere in the world is 
fruit so free from disease as in Califor­ 
nia, aud nowhere is there more care 
to keep it free from parasites and dis­ 
ease of all kinds. 
We do not even al­ 
low fruit to come into the state from 
other states without inspection.” 
Other members of the California dele­ 
gation expressed similar views. 
Representative Maguire (Cal.) intro­ 
duced in the house a resolution calling 
ujjoii the state department for all the in­ 
formation and oorr<‘SiK»udence Is tween 
this government and Prussia relative to 
the decree. 
Mr. Maguire said: “The Prussian 
edict excluding American fresh fruits is 
undoubtedly a measure of commercial 
retaliation. 
There is no foundation for 
it in the condition of California or other 
American fruits. 
Our tariff legislation 
has been distinctly and purposely hos­ 
tile to German interests in our commerce 
with that oountry. 
They naturally feel 
that it is just to meet our embargo on 
their trade by similar embanawsment of 
our producers in trading with the people 
if Prussia.” 
Senator Mills said it was no more 
than we could expect under our high 
tariff system.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Feb. 3.—A conference 
of 4( 0 business mid jarty men from all 
over the slate met here under the aus­ 
pices of the Business Mon’s league and 
resolved to request John Waiiainaker to 
become a candidate for tho Republican 
nomination for governor as against the 
candidate favored by United 
States 
Senator 
Quay. 
Vigorous 
anti-Quay 
resolutions were adopted. 
The conference was called to order by 
Elias Dernier of Williamsport, 
who| 
stated that the meeting had been called 
In behalf of Republicans of the state 
who desired the election of a governor 
who xviii administer the affairs of the 
state without the dictation of any one 
man. 
The conference was in session about 
three hours. Quite a number of speeches 
were made denunciatory of the United 
States senators from Pennsylvania, and 
particularly 
censuring 
the 
political 
methods of Senator Quay. 
The domi­ 
nant faction of the state legislature 
also came in for its share of reproach 
aud Governor Hastings was commended 
for having 
steadfastly protected the 
state treasury from the attacks of the 
legislators. 
The sentiment of nearly all the speak­ 
ers was iii favor of the nomination of 
John Waiiainaker as the candidate for 
governor of the Republican party at 
the coming fall election, although the 
names of t ongressLatn Dalzell and C. 
W. Stone were frequently mentioned 
and applauded. 
Aft* r a lengthy discussion, which at 
times became quite animated, a resolu­ 
tion was adopted urging Mr. W a r ­ 
maker “to permit the use of his name” 
for the office of governor at the ap­ 
proaching Republican primary elections 
and at the Republican state convention. 
Great enthusiasm was aroused in the 
earli« r part of the meeting by the read­ 
ing of a letrer from John Warmaker. 
It was dated Ossadow Island, Ga. 
Ho 
wanted it distinctly understood that ho 
did not desire public office, and sug­ 
gested Judge John Stewart, Henry (J. 
McCormick, John Dalzell, Major E. A. 
Hancock and Colonel K. A. Irwin as 
names from whi ‘Ii could be selected a 
governor not to be owned by anyone. 
Mr. W arm aker farther said ho desired 
to unite in organizing the state against 
the naming or electing of any governor 
or legislator “known to be under the 
domination of the bosses, who defy the 
people that live in the state and pay the 
taxes that form its revenues.” 
A committee of seven was selected to 
notify Mr. W arm aker of the action of 
the conference and urge him for per­ 
mission to use his name us a candidate 
for governor in the coming campaign.

who now doni nates the party and uses 
it for the political and financial ag­ 
grandisement of himself and thoso^ lie 
choses to participate iii the spoils.

Tho present senior United states sena­ 
tor, the platform says, is understood to

C o n s t a n t in o p l e, Feb. S.—Tho Bul­ 
garian agent has presented a note to the 
Turkish government, pointing out the 
seriousness of the occurrences in the 
vilayet of Uskub, where 593 Bulgarians 
have been arrested on tho charge of 
storing arms. 
The agent further al­ 
legri that many of the Bulgarians had 
been tortured to death, and thai women 
and girls had been outraged and, as a 
result, were dying.

Tho Hanna people ore now consider 
ing the matter of taking a hand in the 
investigation and may subpena sorao 
witnesses, including the loaders in the 
auti-Hanua movement and others who 
may have information that is desired to 
bring out.

He said the lawyers hail a trust to keep 
up prices aud the same was true of 
about every profession. 
Tile colonel said the price of coal was 
too low. and that in the interests of th* 
public it ought to be raised. This woull 
result iii an advance of wages to the 
miners. 
Colonel Rend Maid he believed 
in trusts conducted in tho interests of 
the people. 
He stated that on account 
of the panic in basinets tho coal mine 
owners had formed themselves into coal- 
selling groups, but not trusts. 
Tho ob­ 
ject was to m ince expense s. 
The prioe 
of c >al had remain nl low notwithstand­ 
ing these organizations. 
lie said the Ohio Central Fuel com­ 
pany and Hie Centi a1 Hocking Fuel 
company had a verbal agreement by 
which tne pr.ee of coal was regulated, 
but ho denied ti at there was any trust. 
Colonel Ib nd advised the committee to 
drop the coal business, and Attorney 
General Monnett remarked: 
“I do no* 
think the welfare’ of the tsountry de­ 
li lids upon coal operators.”

braces or bracket* aud fitting up close 
under the wood floor aud down on a line 
with the underside of braces to be fas 
tened to a board or some strips which 
will be bolted on the underside of the 
braces. 
These tanks or compartments 
can be used when loading to put our 
gasoline or any other liquid that we 
want to take along with us for light or 
provisions, such as oil, vinegar, molas 
sea, etc. 
When these are emptied anc 
the boat is loaded down deep in the wa 
ter until these are almost buried, they 
w ill help to float and steady the boat 
etc. The gasoline aud other liquids can 
bp drawn out of these tanks from the 
inside of the boat or from the outside 
also, and after they are emptied they 
will be so arranged that they can be 
lowered aud forced down into the water 
on either side of the boat, to act as 
buoys to raise the boat and enable you 
to run ovtr very shallow shoals and 
sand bars, etc. 
“ We expect to carry all the sails the 
size of our boat w ill allo# and use 
them a9 much as possible in order to 
save our gasoline. 
The inside of the 
bout will be divided into the following 
compartments: Beginning at the stern, 
we will have the ladies* cabin, with 
toilet room in rear. The ladies* cabin 
will bo 8 by 8 feet inside, with a raised 
floor, so the wheel shafts can be out of 
the way and also give space under the 
floor to stow freight, etc. We will have 
lockers on each side of the boat the en­ 
tire length of all the cabins, placed the 
right height to form seats. They will 
have hinged tops and binged drop fronts 
to be raised up and supported by binged 
legs to form the lower berths, wide 
enough for two persona 
Then we can 
have two single berths on each side of 
the cabin hung on binges, so as to be 
lowered or taken down when not in use, 
aud the lower berths or seats will be 
well upholstered and stuffed so as to 
form good, soft beds, and the upper 
berths will be light cotton mattresses 
on light woven wire springs, and the 
socond berth when lowered will form a 
nice back for the lower seat, and the 
top one can remain up, and the bed­ 
clothing for all of the berths can be 
placed on this upper berth during the 
day. Clothing and other articles can be 
kept in the lockers under the seats and 
other places built to hold them. 
“ The engine room will be about 6 by 
8 feet aud will bold all of the machin­ 
ery except the two wheels in the rear 
aud the capstan on the bow, which will 
be connected to both engines by a sys­ 
tem of screw or worm gear wheels, that 
will give us enough power on our cap­ 
stan to pull our boat up a 20 degree 
grade by bitching the line to some sta­ 
tionary object in front and warping up 
with the capstan. 
“ In a country where we only have 
the water for about four months, as it 
is in tho Yukon valley, the balance of 
the year, eight months, is snow and ice. 
Now, I claim by making the following 
changes on my combination boat (about 
three hours’ time required) we can have 
in iceboat that will be able to run on 
the snow or ice and baul as much as or

.lamps Hemmingwny, a brakeman on 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail­ 
way, who was bitten on the tip end of 
the n. id dis flog! r t f the right hand by 
a tarantula near Henrietta, Tex., tho 
night of Sept. W last, was recon ly dis­ 
charged from the company hospital in 
Sedalia, Mo., after a rem arkable experi­ 
ence. 
Immediately after being bitten 
the finger began to swell aud became 
very painful. 
Un Sept. 
IO Hemming- 
way was suffering so severely that he 
laid off aud went to Denison to consult 
the company physician. The finger was 
treated, and the place where the bite 
was inflicted began to slough off w ith a 
kind of dry rot, w ithout any pus form ­ 
ing. 
Farther 
down 
the finger pus 
formed, and the right arm was swollen 
from the fingers to the shoulder. 
He 
was then brought to the company hospi­ 
tal in Sedalia for treatm ent, and the 
finger was am putated at the first joint. 
It healed up, all but a small place, 
which remained sore. 
Finding that the wound woald not 
heal, the surgeons cat the finger again, 
and 27 tim es after th at it wus am putat­ 
ed, mukiug 29 am putations of the mem­ 
ber. All the operations were performed 
w hile Hemtniugway was haviug high 
fever, and it was impossible to adm inis­ 
ter opiates of any kind to allay the pain. 
I be final operation was performed near­ 
ly two m onths ago, the hand being split 
from the knuckle of the middle Auger 
to the w rist aud the finger being taken 
out back of the knuckle. 
Then for a 
tim e the nurses rubbed the right arm 
from the 
shoulder down to get the 
poison out of it, and by a gradual proc­ 
ess tho wound bealedand Hemmingway 
was restored to health For a long tim e 
bis life was despaired of, the poison of 
the spider bite being so thoroughly in 
fused into his system that it was almost 
impossible to overcome i t 
This is said 
by medical experts to be the most; inter­ 
esting caso of tarantula poisoning ever 
treated, from a scientific point of view.

New York Branch o f th e H ellen ic Society 
Founded by G recian Em 'grant*. 
A New York branch of the Society of 
Hellenes, which extends all over the 
civilized world, has been organized. 
The organization was effected recently, 
when more thuu IOO im m igrants from 
the kingdom of Greece m et in a room in 
the rear of a candy factory. 
Like their 
cousins in every country, they were dis­ 
gusted w ith the cowardice displayed by 
the reigning dynasty during the recent 
war aud resolved to take steps looking 
to the deposition of King George. 
‘•This movement comprehends the es­ 
tablishm ent of a Pun Hellenic republic,*' 
said one of the principal Greek mer- 
ohantsof New Ysrk. “ Greeks the world 
over are disgusted w ith the weak and 
futile adm inistration of an alien dynasty 
forced upon them by the European pow­ 
ers. The society is a trem endously pow­ 
erful organization. 
Its mem bership to­ 
day numbers nearly 400,009. 
In every 
chapter of this great organization the 
declaration of liberty aud self govern­ 
m ent has been read and snbscribed to. 
“ Preparations are already on foot for 
the revolution. There are 8,000 Greeks 
in New York, m any of whom returned 
home to participate in the late war. All 
w ill be w ith us when the signal comes 
for the stroke of freedom. 
“ We who are here and in other for­ 
eign countries w ill furnish money and 
m unitions. We w ill also seek the moral 
support of tho governments under which 
we liv e ." — New York Sun. 


TOTAL SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


C oe W ill Ce Seen In A m erica on May 28, 
ieee. 
The people of America w ill have a 
very unusual chalice to see a total solar 
eclipse right here at home on May 28, 
1900. Astronomers are even now study­ 
ing the meteorological tables for past 
years in order to find 
the localities 
prom ising clearest skies. 
The line of totality first touches the 
continent on the Pacific coast of Mexico, 
north of Cape Codentes, pursuing a 
northeast course, leaving Mexico ut the 
m outh of the Rio Grande, crossing the 
gulf of Mexico aud entering the United 
States at Atohafalaya bay, Louisiana. 
The breadth of the line is about 60 
miles. 
Tho eclipsa will be total at New 
Orleans at about 8 :22 a. rn., W ashington 
time. 
It w ill be visible in Macon, 
Raleigh, Norfolk and interm ediate aud 
neighboring points. 
Crossing the ocean, the land first 
touched is uoar the port of Coimbra, 
Spaiu, passing southeast across southern 
Europe aud the M editerranean 
sea. 
Thus all the astronomers in both hemis­ 
pheres w ill be w ithin easy distance and 
w ith every facility for using any am ount 
of instrum ental equipment. 
The great­ 
est duration will be two m inutes nine 
seconds, about the m iddle of the A tlan­ 
tic ocean.— W ashington Post.

Dr 
John Auld* of Philadelphia, 
whose teachings have been favorably 
received by the medical profession both 
in tho United States aud abroad, con­ 
tributes an im portant paper to the New 
York Medical Journal recounting bis 
experience iu aborting or preventing 
that dread disease, typhoid fever. 
The 
cases recently reported in detail, w hile 
furnishing conclusive evidence of the 
correctness of his present and past 
claims, afford the author an opportuni­ 
ty to briug forward certain novel ideas 
concerning his mode of conducting the 
warfare against infection by m icro o r­ 
ganism. 
He says: “ In m aking this report I 
have taken particular care to cover all 
the details, because of their importance 
in aidiug the reader to arrive at a cor­ 
rect estim ate of the conditions present. 
O rdinarily the diagnosis of a typical 
caso of typhoid fever is a comparatively 
simple m atter, but when the claim is 
put forward th at a case can be aborted 
w ithin 48 hours and tho specific charac­ 
ter of tho disease caused to disappear, 
then tho roader'a doubts are obauged 
into convictions of the atter im possibil­ 
ity of accom plishing such results. 
“ W ith a knowledge of the physio­ 
logical properties of the remedies em ­ 
ployed in the treatm ent, the reader who 
peruses the foregoing report in a thought­ 
ful manner, candidly weighing the evi­ 
dence as shown by the variations in 
tem perature, m ust bo convinced that 
the arrest of the disease was brought 
about by the influence of the remedies 
upon the blood and upon the secretions, 
rendering them inim ical to the w elfare 
of the special micro organism associated 
w ith typhoid fever. 
“ The secret of success, “ our author 
asserts, “ does uot lie in our ability to 
introduce into 
the system remedies 
which shall destroy the offending micro 
organism ; bot, on the contrary, we 
should endeavor to increase the resist­ 
ance of the body oells to invasions from 
these m ephitic bodies, aud this can best 
be accomplished by m aintaining as 
nearly as possible the normal condition 
of the ‘defensive proteids,’ of which 
nnclein is the chief. Persons who are in 
the condition known as 'ru n dow n’ are 
those who aro m ost susceptible to ty ­ 
phoid and other dseases, w hile those 
who m aintain a healthy condition of 
the prim ary and secondary assim ilation 
escape infection, 
sim ply because the 
w hite 
blood corpuscles are properly 
nourished w ith suitable pabulum , so 
th at the body cells are fortified against 
infection.” 
Now, this is a com paratively new 
idea, but it is w arranted by strictly sci­ 
entific inductions. 
Experim ental physi­ 
ologists, both in the United States aud 
in Europe, have repeatedly dem onstrat­ 
ed tb at the w hite corpuscles of the blood 
had an im portant mission to perform in 
m aintaining a healthy condition of the 
hum an organism, but it is only w ithin 
recent years that the general practition­ 
er has been able to avail him self of the 
benefits which scientific discovery had 
brought so nearly w ithin his reach. Tho 
product of these cells is called in the 
United 
States 
“ nuclein,” w hile in 
G reat Britain it has received the name 
of “ alexin,” and its purpose in nature 
is now well recognized as an antiseptic 
which prevents decomposition of the 
blood aud tissues. 
The clinical position of nuclein or 
alexin obtained from anim al sources 
has been definitely settled by Dr. Aulde 
and his followers 
in 
this 
country, 
through its employment in a num ber of 
the more serious infectious diseases, 
while the most recent scientific 
re­ 
searches confirm claim s in a rem arkable 
degree. Thus a late report from tho 
Johns Hopkins hospital of Baltimore 
gives a detailed account of investiga­ 
tions made at th at institution w ith a 
view to determ ine how and in w hat 
m anner nature was enabled to resist 
disease processes. 
It was demonstrated 
th at the w hite blood corpuscles, called 
“ leucocytes,” were constantly engaged 
in throw ing off very sm all bodies, desig­ 
nated granules, which 
arrested 
the 
grow th of the bacillus typhosus. 
This 
experim ent was repeated again and 
again by exposing colonies of the ty ­ 
phoid micro organism in filtered and 
unfiltered blood serum. 
In every in­ 
stance the unfiltered serum was sterile 
at the end of two hours, while in the 
solution containing the bacilli w ith the 
filtered serum there was a great increase 
in the num ber of microbes. 
The same 
results were also obtained in the case of 
cholera spirillum , the micro organism 
associated w ith th at disease, thus prov­ 
ing beyond question th at the so called 
conservative processes of nature 
are 
due to the activity of the white blood 
corpuscles. 
And yet the proportion ol 
w hite to red corpuscles is comparatively 
small, there being only about one w hite 
to 850 red corpuscles in the hum an 
body. Professor M uller of Vienna, who 
has also investigated this m atter lately, 
refers to the granules as “ hemokonien,” 
or “ blutstaubcben” (blood dust), so 
that these experim ents aud observations 
go to confirm the clinical claims made 
by Dr. Aulde as to nuclein medication.

R easons F or H is R ecent Statem ent Given 
by Rev. Dr. bprecher. 
"I believe that animals are immor­ 
tal, " said the Rev. S. P. Sprecher of 
the Euclid Avenue Presbyterian church 
in Cleveland recently. 
The statement was made in answer 
to a large nom ber of inquiries which 
bad been received by Dr. Sprecher in 
his mail during the last few days, which 
were prompted by a sermon he recently 
delivered on the subject of ‘‘Physical 
Evidence of Future Life."

President Jackson ta little bombshell 
was that patriotic aphorism, "Our Fed­ 
eral Uuion; it must be preserved.” 
Calhoun’s toast, as we know, was an 
allusion to tho burdensome tariff meas­ 
ure which was claimed to act oppress­ 
ively upon the south aud for the benefit 
of the north. 
This was the grievance 
which led to tho nullification measures 
of South Carolina and ultimately to se­ 
cession. 
It is related that about this time a 
member Of congress from South Carolina 
called on the president, of whom he 
asked when ho rose to go if he had any 
commands for his friends in that state. 
"No, I believe uot." answered the presi­ 
dent, tut a moment lati rho said: "Yes, 
I have. Please givo my compliments to 
my friends in your state and say to them 
that if a single drop of blood shall be 
shed there in opposition to the laws of 
the United States I will liuug the first 
man I can lay my hands on engaged in 
such treasonable conduct upon the first 
tree I can reach.” 
Even after he had “ experienced reli­ 
gion” in his latter years, when asked 
by his spiritual adviser what he would 
have done with Calhoun and the nulli­ 
fiers if they had kept on their course, he 
replied instantly: "Hung them, sir, as 
high as Hamlin! They should have beeu 
a terror to traitors to ull time, aud pos­ 
terity would have pronounced it the 
best act of my life. ” But it was uot al­ 
together and solely on account of his 
nullification project that General Jack­ 
son soon developed intense hatred of 
Calhoun. 
The clew to their bitter fend 
is given tersely in a letter of Webster’s 
dated Fob. 27, 1880: "Calhoun is form­ 
ing a party against Van Buren, and as 
the president is supposed to be Van 
Buren's man the vice president finds it 
difficult to separate bis opposition to 
Van Buren fiom his opposition to the 
president. 
There is a consideration 
which is likely to be overlooked or dis­ 
regarded by him, however—the proba­ 
bility that General Jackson will run 
I gain. That is his present purpose. ” 
It was his purpose, as was soon after 
foreshadowed by an inspired editorial 
in a Jacksonian palier of Pennsylvania, 
"We are pleased to lay before our read­ 
ers the following letter, signed by G8 
members of the legislature, expressing 
their approbation of the wise, judiciovs. 
Republican measures of General Jack­ 
son’s administration aud respectfully 
urging him again to become a candidate 
tor the presidency. ”

This lady was the wife of Major Eaton, 
one of Jackson’s cabinet, against whom 
the society ladies of Washington had 
opened unrelenting war. 
Peggy O'Neal was the daughter of an 
innkeeper in Washington who kept a 
tavern much fr< quell ted by congres­ 
sional people. She was a lively lass, 
pretty aud saucy, aud a great favorite 
with Senator Eaton, who first stopped at 
the tavern in 1811, aud with Jackson, 
who went there in 1823. The general 
was particularly attached to the old 
folks, and long after Mr. O’Neal died 
he was wont to stroll over to see his 
widow for a quiet chat and a smoke. 
When very young, Peggy was mar­ 
ried to a Purser Timberlake of the 
navy, who iii the year 1828, while on a 
Mediterranean station, cut his throat 
and their marital bonds at the same 
time, leaving a fair but penniless widow 
with two small children. Out of pity 
for ber lone and forlorn condition, as 
some say, or from genuine love, as oth­ 
ers affirm, from whatever motive, Sen­ 
ator Eaton solicited her to marry him, 
aud they were united in January. 1829.

Furnishings—How It Is Used OIA lea . 


Captain G. L. Mitchell, formerly of 
Huntington, W. Va., now residing at 
Cincinnati, who originated the acharne 
of organizing the Alaska Co-operating 
company of Cincinnati, recently de­ 
scribed their combination boat by which 
they ho po to roach the goldfield!. 
He 
said: 
“ This boat will be built of three-six­ 
teenth steel. 85 feet long by 8 feet beam 
and 4 feet deep, wide flat bottom, so she 
will draw with all of the machinery in 
position only about 8 inches of water. 
It will be a twiu screw propeller with 
the latest improved reversible wheels 
without stopping or reversing the en­ 
gines. The blades of the wheels can be 
reversed by the pilot while running the 
engines at full speed by simply touch­ 
ing a lever at bis right band. The pow­ 
er will be furnished by t#o double cyl­ 
inder gas or gasoline engines. 
We will 
use two of these (up to date) engines, 
each connected direct to the wheel 
shafts aud run at a speed of 400 revo­ 
lutions per minute. These engines will 
develop IO horsepower and will give us 
a speed of from IS to 15 miles aa boar 
in good water, running light, and from 
fl to 8 miles towing load. We will also 
have a mast and sailing rig to use on 
all occasions when the wind is favor­ 
able, so we can save oar gasoline. The 
boat will also be built with a two fool 
g u ard or walk way od either side of the 
boat from stem to stern. 
This will be 
b u ilt by bo lting steel brackets on the 
outside of tho main ball just above the 
water line when loaded aud to be floor­ 
ed with a good wood floor and a raised 
nosing on the outer edge; also arranged 
to use splashboards to keep the waves 
from rolling ou deck, aud we will also 
have a good, strong wooden rail just lie 
low the cabin windows on the outside 
put on with strong steel brackets aud to 
be used us a baud rail to guurd aguiust 
accidents, etc. 
“ lu under this guard walkway I will 
have constructed water and airtight 
tanks or compartments made the proper 
size and shape to Ut in between the steel 
braces or bra .keta aud fitting up close 
under the wood floor aud down on a line 
with the underside of braces to be fas­ 
tened to a board or some strips which 
will be bolted on the underside of the 
braces. These tanks or compartments 
can be used when loading to pnt oar 
gasoline or any otbtr liquid that we 
waut to take along with us for light or 
provisions, such as oil, vinegar, molas­ 
ses, etc. 
When these are emptied aud 
the boat is loaded flown deep in the wa­ 
ter until these arc almost baritd, they 
will beip to float and steady the boat, 
etc. The gasoline aud other liquids can 
be drawn out of these tanka from the 
inside of the boat at from the outside 
also, aud after they are emptied they 
will be so arranged that they can be 
lowered aud forced down into the water 
on either side of the boat, to act os 
buoys to raise the boat and enable you 
to run over very shallow shoals and 
sand bars, etc. 
“ We expec t to carry all the sails the 
size of our boat will allo# and use 
them as much as possible in order to 
save our gasoline. The inside of the 
boat will be divided into the following 
compartments: Beginning at the stem, 
we will have the ladies* cabin, with 
toilet room in rear. The ladies' cabin 
will bo 6 by 8 feet inside, with a raised 
floor, so the wheel shafts can be out of 
tho way and also give space under the 
floor to stow freight, etc. We will have 
lockers on each side of the boat the en­ 
tire length of all the cabins, placed the 
right height to form seats. They will 
have hinged tops and hinged drop fronts 
to be raised up and supported by binged 
legs to form the lower bertha, wide 
enough for two persona Then we can 
have two single berths on each side of 
the cabin buug on hinges, so as to be 
lowered or taken down when not in use, 
aud the lower berths or seats will be 
well upholstered aud stuffed so as to 
form good, soft bed*, aud the upper 
berth* will be light cotton mattresses 
on light woven wire springs, and the 
second berth when lowered will form a 
nice back for the lower seat, aud the 
top one can remain np, and the bed­ 
clothing for all of the berths can be 
placed on this upper berth dnring the 
day. Clothing aud other articles can be 
kept in the lockers under the seats and 
other places built to hold them. 
“ The eugiue room will be about 0 by 
8 feet and will bold all of the machin­ 
ery except the two wheels in the rear 
aud the capstan on the bow, which will 
be connected to both engines by a sys­ 
tem o f screw ut worm gear wheels, that 
will giro us euough power on oar cap­ 
stan to poll our boat up a 20 degree 
grade by bitching the liue to some sta­ 


tu the water. Me simply praos two bos. 
sleds under her, with a revolving 
cr, or bowlder, so you eau fa*teu 
boat on to these two bo waters solid ana 
then allow tho bobsleds to be bandle! 
aud steered by the same wheel and aa. 
paratua that are used iu the water, witk

worm gear, increased to 40 cr 50 hut** 
power, to connect with the capsian. w» 
will also take the power off this counts* 
shaft to connect with another short 
abaft (about four feet long), right aero* 
th** center of the boat, aud to be so ar 
ranged that it can give up or down un 
der cor ta lo pressure, so that U elara 
72 inch steel drive wheel that is on this 
shaft aud goes down through an opening 
in the center of the boat can engage tbs 
ground, snow or ice and furnish ti* 
propelling power to run the boat at fro* 
a speed of three or four miles an bour aa 
rough ground or ice to 80 or 40 mil* 
per hoar on nice smooth ice and wbea 
wind is favorable. The different speed! 
are made by slowing the engines dowa 
and by changing the link belt iu th* 
different sizes of the cone or sprocket 
wheels on9 the two short shafts, then 
changing tho speed or power.

The recent meeting of the Central 
Trades and Labor union at S t Louis 
was an lingually important one. 
Mr. 
C. C. Beuko, deb gate from W aiters’ 
anion N a 20, introduced r aeries of reso­ 
lutions providing for a fitting celebra­ 
tion of the acquisition of the territory 
formerly 
kuowu 
aa Louisiana, pur­ 
chased by the United States in April, 
1803. 
He proposes to have an interna­ 
tional recognition of the event from the 
first Monday in April, 1903, to Dee. 25, 
1903. 
Mr Benke said it was most befitting 
at this time to call the attention of the 
civilized world to the acquisition of 
that vast territory, which daring tho 
seventeenth aud eighteenth centuries 
was known on the map of the world as 
Louisiana. 
He said: “ Louisiana was 
taken possession of by La Salle in 1682 
iii the name of Louis XIV of France. 
in 1699 the first colony was founded by 
France at Biloxi; in 1718 New Urb ans 
was founded; iu 1763 the government 
of France by secret treaty transferred 
the vast domain to Spain. The residents 
revolted and drove the Spanish governor 
from the territory, this being the first 
revolt ou the American continent against 
the crown of Spam. Spurn sent a squad­ 
ron aud subdued the colony, which re­ 
mained a dissatisfied colony until I HOU. 
It bad increased vastly in population 
md prosperity, especially daring 1790, 
nuder 
the 
governorship of 
Baron 
Uaroudelct. 
In 1800 a treaty between 
France aud Spaiu reconveyed the terri­ 
tory to France, but this time France 
did not retain possession for nuy con­ 
siderable length of time, for in April, 
1803, Napoleon sold for a merely nom­ 
inal sum ($16,000,000) all its Louisiana 
territory to the United States of Ameri­ 
ca, which assumed formal possession 
Dec. 20 of the same year 
In 1804 the 
district of New Orleans was established 
by congress, the rest of the immense 
territory being erected into the terri­ 
tory of Louisiana and in 1812 into the 
territory of Missouri.”

BITTEN BT A TARANTULA. 


Brakem an** Pot*o**d Fl*f**r O p erated U p­ 
on T w enty^nine Time*. 
James Horn rn jug wny, a brakeman on 
the Missouri. Kaunas and Texas rail­ 
way, who w.im bitten on the tip end of 
the middle finger cf the right hand by 
a turiiutnla mar Henrietta, Tex., tho 
night of Sept. U last, was recon ly dis­ 
charged from tho company hospital in 
H(*<hilia. Mo., after a remarkable experi­ 
ence. 
immediately after being bitten 
(be finger begun to swell and became 
very painful. On Sept. IO Hemming- 
way was suffering so severely that he 
laid off and went to Denison to consult 
the company physician. The finger was 
treated, and the place where the bite 
was inflicted began to slough off with a 
kind of dry rot, without any poi form­ 
ing. 
Farther down 
the Auger pas 
formed, and the right arm was swollen 
from the fingers to the ebon Ider. 
He 
was then brought to the company hospi­ 
tal in Sedalia for treatment, and the 
finger was amputated at the first Joiut 
It healed ap, all bat a small place, 
which remained sore. 
Finding that the wound woald not 
heal, the surgeons cot the finger again, 
and 27 times after that it was amputat­ 
ed, making 20 amputations of the mem­ 
ber. AH the operations were performed 
while Heromiugway wan having high 
fever, and it was impossible to adminis­ 
ter opiates of any kind to allay the pain. 
The final operation was performed near­ 
ly two months ago, the bund tieing split 
from the knuckle of the middle finger 
to the wrist aud the finger being taken 
out back of the knuckle. Then for a 
time the corses robbed the right arm 
from the shoulder down to get the 
poison oot of it, and by a gradual proc­ 
ess the wound healed and Hemwingway 
was restored to health For a long time 
bis life was despaired of, the poison of 
the spider bite betag so thoroughly in 
fused into hit system that it was almost 
impossible to overcome it This is said 
by medical experts to be the moat inter­ 
esting case of tarantula poisoning ever 
treated, from a scientific point of view.

Ordinarily the diagnosis of a typical 
rase of typhoid fever is a comparatively 
simple matter, bat when the claim la 
put forward that a case can be aborted 
within 48 boars and tho specific charac­ 
ter of tho disease caused to disappear, 
then the reader’s don hts are changed 
into convictions of the atter impossibil­ 
ity of accomplishing each results. 
"W ith a knowledge of the physio­ 
logical properties of the remedies em­ 
ployed in the treatment, the reader who 
poroses the foregoing report in a thought­ 
ful manner, candidly weighing the evi­ 
dence aa shown by the variations in 
temperature, must be convinced that 
the arrest of the disease was brought 
about by the influence of the remedies 
upon the blood sod upon the secretions, 
rendering them inimical to the welfare 
of the special micro organism associated 
with typhoid fever. 
"The secret of success," our author 
asserta, "does not lie in our ability to 
introduce into the system remedies 
whiob shill destroy the offending micro 
organism; bat, on the contrary, we 
should endeavor to increase the resist­ 
ance of the body cells to invasions from 
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these mephitic bodies, sud this can best

be accomplished by maintaining as 
nearly as possible the normal condition ' 
of the 'defensive proteids,' of which 
nnclein is the chief. Persons who are in 
the condition kuown as 'ran down* are 
those who are most susceptible to ty -1 
phoid and other decades, while those 
who maintain a healthy condition of 
the primary and secondary assimilation 
escape infection, simply because the 
white blood corpuscles are properly 
nourished with suitable pabulum, so 
that the body cella are fortified against 
infection." 
Now, this is a comparatively new 
idea, bot it is warranted by strictly sci­ 
entific inductions. Experimental physi­ 
ologists, both in the United States aud 
in Europe, have repeatedly demonstrat­ 
ed thatthe white corpuscles of the blood 
bad an important mission to perform in 
maintaining a healthy condition of the 
human organism, but it is only within 
recent years that the general practition­ 
er has been able to avail himself of the 
benefits which scientific discovery had 
brought so uearly within his reach. The 
product of these cella is called in the 
United States "nuclein," while in 
Great Britain it bos received the name 
of "alexiu," aud its purpose in nature 
is uow well recognized as an antiseptic 
which prevents decomposition of the 
blood aud tissues.

Crossing the ocean, the land first 
touched is near the port of Coimbra, 
tipaiu, passing southeast across southern 
Europe aud the Mediterranean 
sea.

through its employment in a number of 
the more serious infectious diseases, 
while the most recent scientific re­ 
searches confirm claims in a remarkable 
degree. Thus a late report from the 
Johns Hopkins hospital of Baltimore 
gives a detailed account of investiga­ 
tions made at that institution with a 
view to determine how aud in what 
manner nature was enabled to resist 
disease processes. It was demonstrated 
that the white blood corpuscles, called 
"leucocytes," were constantly engaged 
in throwing off very small bodies, desig­ 
nated granules, which arrested 
the 
growth of the bacillus typhosus. This 
experiment was repeated again and 
again by exposing colonies of the ty­ 
phoid micro organism in filtered and 
unfiltered blood serum. In every in­ 
stance the unfiltered serum was sterile 
at the end of two hoors, while in the 
solution containing the bacilli with the 
filtered serum there was a great increase 
in the number of microbes. The saute 
results were also obtained in the case of 
cholera spirillum, the micro organism 
associated with that disease, thus prov- 
iug beyond question that the so called 
conservative processes of nature are 
due to the activity of the white blood 
corpuscles. Aud yet the proportion ol 
white to red corpuscles is comparatively 
small, there being only about one white 
to 850 red corpuscles in the human 
body. Professor Muller of Vienna, wha 
has also investigated this matter lately, 
refers to the granules as "hemokonien," 
or "bl uts tau behen" (blood dust), so 
that these experiments aud observations 
go to confirm the clinical claims made 
by Dr. Aoide us to nuclein medication, s

"No, I believe not," answered the presi­ 
dent, lo t a moment later he said: "Yes, 
I have. Please give my compliments to 
my friends iii yonr state aud say to them 
that if ii siiigle drop of blood shall be 
shed there in opposition to the laws of 
the United States I will hang the first 
man I can lay my hands on engaged in 
such treasonable conduct upon the first 
tree I eau reach. ”

When very young, Peggy was mar­ 
ried to a Parser Timberlake of the 
navy, who iii the year 1828, while on a 
Mediterranean station, cot his throat 
and their marital bonds at the same 
time, leaving a fair bot penniless widow 
with two small children. Out of pity 
for her lone and forlorn condition, as 
some say, or from genniue love, as oth­ 
ers affirm, from whatever motive, Sen­ 
ator Eaton solicited ber to marry him, 
and they were united in January. 1829.
